RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
CRIME. 


On April 4 Fritz Meinhausen killed Mrs. Anna 
Peters and-wounded his wife. Friday a coroner's 
jury recommended his discharge from police cus- 


tody. The jury “‘do not hold him criminally re-| 


sponsible for the death” because Meinhausen was 
intoxicated when he did the killing. 
The killer was drunk. The jury, presumably, was 
sober. We can understand how a vicious man will 
kill when inflamed with drink. We do not under- 
stand how a jury of sober men of norma! intelli- 
gence can absolve him from blame and let him 
go free. 


No wonder Chicago enjoys a record of a killing 
aday. This verdict is an invitation to every brute 
to gO as far as he likes. No one need hang for 
Killing. Patronize a bootiegger and get a license 
to shoot any one who may displease you. 

Of course, this jury was exceptional. 


' callousness to the taking of life, the perversion of | 
moral standards, the sloppy and misdirected sentl- | 
ment, the lack ef common sense, and of any clear 
conception of moral or social. responsibility ex- 
hibited in this verdict appear persistently in our | 
dealing with offenders. We complain, and justly, 
of many evils in the administration of criminal 
justice. But they would soon be corrected if our 
social attitude toward crime were what it ought 
to be. 

The moral fuddlement shown in the discharge of 
Meinhausen is likely to defeat justice in any case. 
it may appear again to cheat the gallows in the 
sordid tragedy of the unfortunate, murdered 
by the conductor, Roach. By his own ¢con- 
Yession this man is without loyalty, without de- 
cency.. His wife had gone to a hospital. He said, 
therefore, he was “free,”’ free to take another 
woman into their home and kil! her there. If he 
was drunk while he did this and has the good luck 
to fall into the hands of such men as freed the 
slayer of Anna Peters, he will soon be free again, 
free to drink and kill. 


A jury that frees a criminal because he has com- 
mitted crime while drunk is as dangerous to the 
tommunity as the criminal himself. Being sober 
in its offense, we rather think it is more danger- 
‘ous. If sober men will hold a man not responsibie 
because he has by his own will parted with his 
responsibility, there is no responsibility for any one, 
drunk or sober. ; 

There is something radically wrong with a good 
many of us in our attitude toward crime and pun- 
ighment, a social disease that calls for drastic 
treatment.

EXPENSIVE ECONOMY. 


A cablegram from London announcés that Japan 
is fmporting, among other supplies essential for 
war, airplanes and parts in quantities which no 
peacefully disposed nation is likely to require. 
This information can be supplemented from state- 


ments issued by the air news bureau of Washing- 


ton, D. C., which reveal the extent of Japanese 
activity in aircraft development. 


Japan is conducting an unprecedented campaign 


of aircraft building, research, and training. The 


government has appropriated $200,000,000 for air 
force expansion within the next seven years. The 
country is transplanting entire aircraft factories 
from Europe, training a large corps of flyers in 
both airplane and dirigible work, establishing air- 


dromes and stations at all strategic points of g 


Japanese islands, studying the science of aero- 


nautics from every angle, engaging the best rad 


ish, German, and French aerial engineers and fly- 


ers, encouraging civil aviation, and in every way 


possible expanding its resources and strength in 
the air. 

That is all perfectly legitimate. We cannot bring 
any pressure to bear to stop it. But we can bring 
pressure to bear upon the United States govern- 
ment to stimulate our owh activities in the air so 
that we would not be completely outstripped and 
at the mercy of the Japanese in the air in event of 
hostilities. The limitation of armament treaty put 
Japan on the short end of a 6-3 ratio with the 
United States in the matter of navies. It made 
no limitations for aerial strength. Japan is taking 
advantage of that fact. .

INJURIES IN FACTORIES. 
R. H. R. OWEN has some views 
on the treatment of wounds which 
it will be well for men working 
around industrjal plants to take 
into consideration. 

Peroxide of hydrogen should not be 
used as a germicide, for it has very lit- 
tle germicidal value. It is all right to 
cleanse a wound with it, provided the 
wound is infected and dirty and has a 
free opening. 

There is no need of using it in a clean 
wound. If used in carbuncles, boils, 
and abscesses with small openings, the 
gas is liable to drive bacteria deep into 
the tissues. 


By cleaning a wound is meant cleaning 
all dirt and foreign mattér out of the 
wound, cutting away all badly mangled 
tissues, shavin 
washing the 


water, followed by ether. 
In treating wounds he uses more ether 
than he does iodine. Many wounds will 


_ heal nicely, if properly cleansed and kept | 


| clean, without the application of any 
dressing unless it be clean gauze. If the 
two edges of a wound fall together and 
do not pull apart, it may be better not 
to stitch them. 

Unnecessary stitching is not only a 
needlessly painful operation. but it may 
prevent enough oozing to seal the wound 
together. 

No adhesive plaster should be used to 
cover up the edges of a wound. Plaster 
is seldom sterile, and wounds need some 
air and light. The bacteria in the skin 
under the plaster may do considerable 
harm. 

The amount of gauze and dressing used 
is freqently more than is needed and is 
sometimes a source of harm. The war 
taught that wounds that had been dirty 
must not be sealed up tight. They need 
some air. 
_ Many an old ulcer that heais poorly 
can be healed up by exposing it for a 
while each day to the direct rays of 
the sun. 3 


Iodine has its place as an application 
for wounds, but the routine application of 
it.to every wound and the tissue around 
it, Owen thinks, does more harm than 
good. It is all right to use it around 
wounds, but it should not be poured into 
every wound at least. | 
If fodine has been used as an applica- 
tion to a wound, bichloride of mercury 
must not be used. The iodine and the 
mercury form a very irritating com- 
pound. I have seen surgeons of large 
experience violate this rule. 
Owen says a basin of bichloride of 
mercury solution should not be allowed 
in the room in which iodine is being used 
as a dressing. 
He asks: ‘‘ Does bichloride of mer-

GENOA, April 23.—A_report of the 
experts on exchange and currency, 
which was made public tonight, urges 
the stabilization of exchanges by the 
fixation of a new gold par if necessary. 
This means that if the franc, for ex- 
ample, cannot be brought to its pre- 
war rate of nineteen cents, it would 
be established officially at its present 
rate, which is approximately 10 cents. 

In cases where the currency has 
fallen so low, as in Russia, Poland and
